Summary of Betos from the Far East.

JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

By the French’mail delivered this morning we have advices 
from Yokohama to the 16th December (18 days later). The 
Outward mails of 10th and 17th October arrived respectively on 
the 8th and 12th December, the latter;conveying London tele- 
grams to Nov. 8. The interval since last mail had been an 
a one, and the news is thus summed up by the Japan 
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LONDON, WE DNESDAY, FEB. Q, 1868. es pe a ie aded, Sup. lis extra. 


“ We have had a most quiet fortnight—it may bea lull 
before a storm. The Ministers are preparing for their flight 
southward ; Messrs. Satow and Mitford, of the English Lega- 
tion, left several days ago in the Rattler. Letters have since 
been received from these gentlemen stating that the works have 
been recommenced at Osaka and Kobe, and that everything is 
quiet. Our own despatches from Mr. Seare are only to Nov. 25. 
Sir Harry Parkes will leave in the Adventure next week ; 
M. von ; Brandt probably goes with him. The Basilisk went 
down on the 12th inst. The American ship will take General 
Van Valkenburgh to the scene of action on the 20th or 21st, 
and the French Minister is not likely to be far behind his col- 
leagues. 

“The anxiety with which we all await the report of the 
foreign representatives on the political position at Kioto will 
be readily appreciated by our readers abroad—for most of them 
share it. Nothing more has been heard, that can bo at all re- 
lied on, since we last wrote, of the progress of events. The 
Council of Daimios has not yet been assembled, so far as we 
know ; travelling in Japan is, as yet, still accomplished at a foot 
pace. The Yedo people are propagating a rumour that their 
master is to be reinstated as' Shiogoon, with fuller power than 
ever ; that he is to be the real master of the country, and rule 
with the assistance of the okushi Daimios. Echizen 
gave the first fatal blow to the power of the Shiogoons, 
when he freed the Daimios from the obligation of living 
at Yedo every alternate year and Shimadz Saburo (Sat- 
suma) still further damaged it by procuring the Mikado’s 
order that the Shiogoon should live at Kioto instead of Yedo. 
That these men should forego the advantage they havo gained 
and voluntarily return under the barrow from which they have 
escaped is hardly to be credited. That the Shiogoonate, the 
command-in-chief of the army, will be retained is, of course, 
likely enough ; but that it should be restored in all its old 
despotic power over the Daimios, as the only executive 
power in the country, is impossible. Itis to be hoped 
that our Ministers will be cautious how they meddle with 
the matter ; the Princes of Japan will ill brook interference, 
and some of them are still so ignorant of the power 
and means of their Western allies as to be quite capable 
of an attempt to expel us from the country, We cannot but 
think our appearance at Hiogo in great force is injudicious at 
this crisis ; the opening of these ports might have been de- 
ferred with great advantage for three or four months ; the con- 
cession would have cost us nothing, and would have been well 
appreciated by the leading men among the kokushs Daimios. 
The plan we have adopted risks much. 

“Tho Chamber of Commerce has issued a report upon the 
conduct of the Foreign Ministers regarding the new ports. 
Sir Harry Parkes has attempted to reply, in a letter, a copy of 
which he has sent to the Japan Herald, but his despatch does 
him very little credit. He lays great stress upon a point which 
he assumes :—that at the meeting which received the report 
only twelve members were present, and that its adoption was 
carried byJa bare majority of two. He further states that 
there are over a hundred mercantile firms in Yokohama, some 
sixty of which are British. Reasoning from those premises, 
he writes:—‘It seems to me therefore that in justice 
to the many, who do not appear to have taken part in these 
proceedings of the Chamber, it is not necessary that I should 
regard this resolution as _ air representation_of the opinions of 
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the community, or at least of the British portion of it, whose 
interests alono I have to consider. We do not pretend to 
know, of course, who has been amusing himself at Sir 
Harry’s expense, but the information on which he has 
founded his argument is simply worth]ess. ‘The Chamber 
of Commerce consists of forty-six members, and of these 
nineteen were present at the meeting which was called to con- 
sider the report of thejr special committec—a very fair pro- 
portion. The report was adopted without one dissentient vote. 
Sir Harry’s calculation of the nymbers of mercantile firms in 
Yokohama is also jncorrect; there are about sixty merchants 
in Yokohama of all nationalities. Sir Harry’s letter, to con- 
clude, may read very well at the Foreign Office, where the 
pretty little fiction of the majority of two will be received as 
gospel, but it will hardly go down with the House of Commons 
if any inquisitive member, say the honourable gentleman who 
sits for London-super-Mare, rise in his place to ask how English 
mercantile interests are protected in Japan.” 

It is with the deepest regret that we have to announce the 
death of the Abbé Prudence Seraphin Girard, for years the re- 
spected and beloved chief of the Catholic Mission. Pulmonary 
disease carried him off, after avery few days’ illness, on the 9th 
inst. He was a true Christian gentleman, and the varied crowd 
of all nationalities and all faiths which filled the church and its 
enclosure to the very gates, on the occasion of his funeral, was 
more than a mere evidence of the general esteem in which he 
had been held—it was typical of public opinion regarding him 
during the whole period of his labour here. Amiable, highly 
accomplished, the first, facile princeps, of all our Japanese 
scholars, religious of the true religion of charity and love, and 
a faithful, earnest servant of duty, the Abbe Girard was a friend 
to all, and no man was his enemy but the base and the mean, 
to whom virtue is always an offence. 

There is more than the average amount of sickness at present 
in the settlement though the weather is absolute perfection— 
an “Indian Summer” without its enervating calm. 

The following items are from the Japan Herald :— 

H.M.S. Basvisk, which left this port on the 11th Dec, en 
route for Hiogo, returned on the 14th, having narrowly escaped 
total destruction by fire. On the 13th, when about 130 miles 
from Yokohama, from the upsetting of a can of turpentine by 
one of the crew, the vessel caught fire, and was quickly in flames. 
Owing to the dense smoke that prevailed, it was not until the ship 
had been half filled with water that the flames were mastered and 
the fire extinguished. The greater part of the Government stores, 
sails, ammunition, and officers’ provisions have been much damaged; 
the ship, however, fortunately escaped without serious injury. 
The flames at ove time were within six inches of the magazine, 
and had it notjbeen|for the good conduct andMdisciplined state of the 
crew, their prompt attention to orders and the cool manner in 
which all hands went to work, we should have had to record a 
more terrible and serious disaster, The Basilisk will probably 
be ready to leave again for Hiogo in another week. 

A case of a somewhat unusual nature has been tried before 
H.B.M.’s Consul, in which the plaintiff, W. D. Boyd, sued a Mr. 
Waugh for a certain balance of account due to him. The de- 
fendant did not deny the indebtedness, but pleaded that he had 
paid the amount to Mr. Thomas Eskrigge, who, together with 
Mr. A, Urquhart, had advertised themselves in the public papers 
as receivers of the estate of W. D. Boyd and Co. duly ap- 
pointed as such by the creditors of the above-named firm. The 
plaiotiff argued that any such arrangement made at a private 
meeting of his crecitors, not being made by deed, he had full 
power to revoke, and that he repudiated such arrangement. 
The Court, however, disagreed with Mr. Boyd’s vacilating mode 
of procedure, and gave judgment for the defendant. We hear 
that it is not intended to let the matter stop here, an action for 
$10,000 damages being talked about. 

We (Japan Herald) understand that a French Club is in 
course of formation, and from the fact of the organisation being 
in the hands of an energetic and popular member of the French 
community (Mr. Ravel), who ha3 been elected chairman by the 
committee, we have no doubt but that the project will be a suc- 
cess. There are, we hear, over thirty members already enrolled. 
We have in Yokohama the Club “Germania,” where our Ger- 
man friends may wile away their leisure hours at bowls and 
billiards, and we see no reason why we should not have a similar 
institution, where dominoes and the carambolage may be the 
order of the day. 

A meeting of American citizens has been held, under the 
presidency of Commodore Goldsborough, U.S.N., to express re- 
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gret at the untimely death of the late Captain Watkins, of the 
Pacific Mail Company, and of sympathy for his afflicted family. 
The remains of the late Commodore Watkins were conveyed 
on board the China for transport to America, where they will be 
placed in the family vault ; during the transfer of the coffin to 
the steamer all the vessels in harbour struck their colours half 


mast. 
The following is the text of the report of the Chamber of 


Commerce above alluded to :— 

The undersigned, a Committee appointed to take into consideration the 
near approach of the opening of Osaka and Hioga, and to embody their 
views on the subject in a report, find the following facts to deal with :— 

1st.—The publication of the Convention which arranged for the opening 
of these places, made in the local newspapers officially under date of Mar 
16th, 1867. Hore it may be stated that the plans referred to in this Con- 
vention were not made public. 

2nd.—That as early as the 7th of February, 1867, the General Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce, in view of the prospective opening 
of Osaka and Hiogo, addressed a letter to the only representatives of the 
treaty Powers then present in Japan, namely, those of Great Britain, the 
United States, France, and Holland, offering to send a deputation from the 
Chamber to those places. 

8rd.—That replies were received to this communication from the repre- 
sentatives of Great Britain and Holland only. 

4th.—That no further information has been received by the Chamber 
from the Representatives of the Treaty powers; that the only direct in- 
formation received by the Chamber on this subject, so important to the 
interests of trade in and with Japan, has been supplied by an employe of 
the Japanese Government, which is pronounced inaccurate, through the 
columns of a local newspaper, by the Governor of Kanagawa, and al- 
though clearly given for the information of all connected with foreign 
trade, must, while unconfirmed by our officials, of necessity be accepted 
with some degree of reservation. 

An examination of these facts leads the Committee to the following 
comments :— 

1st.—That from the publication of the Osaka Convention, and in consi- 
deration of the fact that the foreign representatives alone had access to 
places unopened by treaty, the foreign communities of Japan had a right 
to expect from such representatives information with reference to the 
arrangements for trade at these new places, so that, when going to carry 
into practical effect the objects for which alone the treaties have been 
made, they would know at least something of the conditions under which 
they will have to reside there, and of the provision made for the security 
of their own property as well as of that entrusted to their care, 

2nd.—That the General Committee of the Chamber of Commerce in 
addressing a letter to the foreign representatives and offering to senda 
deputation from their body to Osaka and Hiogo to gain such information 
as was especially within their province as a Chamber of Commerce and 
the scope of their ability as practical merchants to obtain, did that which 
it was incumbent upon them to do, and there is no doubt that such a de- 
putation could and would have collected information of much value to 
those interested in the trade with Japan, as well as have afforded great 
assistance to the foreign representatives in the arduous duties which de- 
volved upon them. 

8rd.—It is a matter of regret that the reply to the Committee's letter 
received from his Excellency H.B.M.’s Minister should have been of 80 
vague and unsatisfactory a character; and while the promise of assistance 
in carrying out the views of the Chamber contained in that from the 
Diplomatic Agent for Holland remains unfulfilled, it must be a source of 
disappointment to the members of the Chamber that the communication «f 
their Committee to the Ministers for France and the United States was 
considered to be of so little importance that it remains even yet without 
acknowledgment. 

4th.—In commenting upon this it appears necessary thet the Com- 
mittee should examine the several clauses of the convention providing ar. 
rangements for the opening of Osaka. 

Articles I. to V. inclusive provide for suitable ground being set apart at 
both Hiogo and Osaka for the residences and tradal purposes of foreigners 
going to those places, stating specially in regard to Osaka ‘that the Ja- 
panese Government is willing that foreigners of those nations having 
treaties with Japan shall enjoy at Osaka the same facilities as are secured 
to those by treaty at the Ports.” 

Article X. provides that “‘ insurable warehouses in which the goods of 
foreigners may be stored in bond will be provided by the Japanese Govern- 
ment both at Hiogo and Osaka, in the same manner as is stipulated in the 
Convention of Yedo.” 

These provisions appear clear and well considered, and if faithfully 
carried out, would doubtless suffice for their object. The employe of the 
Japanese Government above referred to, intimates however that the details 
of the arrangement are not yet ag.eed upon. His letter on this subject is 
so full and to the point that the committee think they cannot do better 
than give it entire, adding to it a minute drawn up by order of the Governor 
of Osaka. In connection with this the committee find it necessary to refer 
to ground plans of Osaka and Hiogo exhibited within the last few days at 
H.B.M. Consulate at this port for the information of British subjects. 
Although not officially in the hands of the Chamber, the manner in which 
these plans are put forth entitles them to be regarded as authentic. An 
examination of them shows that no provision is made at Osaka for the 
bonded warehouses as stipulated by the convention, while the small size 
and limited number of the lots indicates very clearly that foreigners will 
not ‘* enjoy at Osaka the same facilities for leasing ground and building 
houses as are secured to them by treaty at the ports.” 

In view therefore of these facts and the deductions drawn from them, 
the Committee deem it proper to report to the Chamber that no positive 
information of any kind has been received from the Foreign Representa- 
tives relative to the important change so soon to be made in the position 
of foreign trade in Japan. There is nothing to enlighten those who are 
prepared to employ their energies and risk their capital at these places in 
order to give practical effect to the several Treaties of Commerce with’ 
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Japan, and especially to the Convention of Osaka of the 16th of May | have therefore again to thank Mr. Dick for attending to tho 


last, save the promises made in that Convention. 

The committee think chat the Chamber has cause for loud and strong 
complaint against those to whom our Governments have entrusted the 
interests of trade in Japan for not having supplied the information which 
it sought, and which it showed itself prepared to assist them in obtaining. 
The action of the general committee in February last, three months before 
the Convention was made, and when it first became known that the matter 
was under discussion in Yedv, shows that the Chamber neglected none of 
its duties, but endeavoured to give that aid to commercial interests impe- 
ratively called for at the bands of a public body so especially constituted 
for the protection and fostering of trade. 

In conclusion the committee recommend that this report be printed, and 
that copies be forwarded to the foreign representatives accompanied by a 
letter from the chairmar of the Chamber requesting them to transmit the 
same to their respective Governments. Also that copies of the report be 
sent to the several Chambers of Commerce in Europe, the United States, 
and the East, and to the local newspapers for publication. 

The Committee in making this recommendation feel that this is the 
only course for the Chamber to pursue. The opening of Osaka and Hiogo 
on the Ist January next makes it now too late for any new information to 
be of service, and it should be clearly recorded that notwithstanding the 
enterprise shown by those who have developed the trade with Japan into 
what it now is, they are left in as complete ignorance of the means to be 
taken even for the protection of their lives and property at the new places 
to be opened, a8 they were when they came to Japan under the first 
treaties in July 1859.

TIENTSIN. 

A letter dated Dec. 7 says :-— 

Mr. Burlinghame left here in H.B.M. gunboat Dove on the 
6th for Takoo. On the Dove passing the American and Danish 
Cousulates their flags were dipped as a farewell mark of esteem 
for his Excellency the first Chinese Ambassador. In the Peking 
Gazette of the 29th ultimo thero is an edict notifying that Col. 
Muh-tangah had at Pachow, a district city 100 le from Tientsin, 
fallen in with the body of mounted robbers who had been lately 
infesting the route from Peking to Ticntsin, and had destroyed 
over a hundred of them, besides capturing a number of horses 
and getting possession of a quantity of arms, 

The steamer Afiaca, which started from here on the 21st, 
and had her shaft broken while going down the river, will, it is 
now understood, be able to leave this port under sail for Shan- 
ghai, some Chinese having engaged to pull her down to Takoo. 

A fire broke out in the north-eastern suburbs of Tientsin on 
the evening of the 4th, and before being got under destroyed a 
considerable quantity of house and other property. The 
weather has become remarkably mild and the river is at present 
quite free from ice from here to Takoo, so that boats with cargo 
arrived here this morning (7th inst.) from that place. After 
the departure of the Scechuen and Ying-iz-fei, we do not ex- 
pect any other steamer here from Shanghai this season, 

We are led to understand that our Commissioner of Customs 
has already made arrangements to bring the ‘lientsin mails from 
Chefoo or Chinkiang during the winter. The U.S. war steamer 
Ashuelot arrived at Takoo at 11 am. on the 6th, and she would 
leave withhis kxcellency Mr. Burlinghame and suite for Shanghai. 
H.B.M. gunboat Dove returned from Takoo to her anchorage off 
the British Settiement this morning. As there is every ap- 
pearance of a northerly gale coming on which would close up 
the river from here to ‘T'akoo in twelve hours, the Dove dared 
not make any stay in Takoo, beyond what was necessary to 
place his Excellency and suite on board the Ashuelot. 

Another letter, dated 14th Dec., says :— 

With regard to the 5th clause of the local suggestions by 
the Tientsin community to his Excellency Sir Rutherford 
Alcock, to the effect that the public business of the Customs 

should be carried on in one building, I now learn that Commis- 
sioner Dick had already taken steps to have this done; and 
that the Inspector-General of Customs, Mr. Hart, had sanc- 
tioned his application on the subject. It is, therefore, very 
probable that by the middle of next season we shall be in a posi- 
tion to transact all our Customs’ business in one building, near 
the river side. The carrying out of this plan will prove of 
inestimable benefit to mercantile people and masters of vessels, 
in transacting their Customs’ business expcditiously ; and we 
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wants of the mercantile public, by offecting the above men- 
tioned arrangement. 

We hear of bodics of mounted robbers appearing at several 
different points in this province ; and there is every cause to 
fear wo shall see this region much disturbed this winter by tho 
depredations of banditti and starving people combined. 

There is still a little business doing in manufactures, but the 
quantity done is indeed of a very small description. The 
opium market is rather quiet, and, until the river is closed for 
shipping, rates are not likely to advauce. 

A French priest, who was travelling between Peking and 
Tientsin, I understand, fell into the hands of some local robbers 
the other day, who deprived him of his baggage and personal 
covering, seuding him on his way in a state of nudity—a rather 
unpleasant way of journeying in the month of December in the 
province of Chihle. This treatment was bad cnough even to 
make a priest swear. I would certainly consider it beyond a 
joke to be going through the country in such light marching 
order.

Sir,—-The following, taken from the “ ‘Tientsin Customs Returns” for the 
month of November, shows a considerable increase in the imports of Grey 
and White Shirtings and T-Cloths over the corresponding month last year 
This list includes the cargo ex Our Queen. Since we last had this pleasure, 
ee of most descriptions of cotton goods have fallen considerably, owing 

o the anxiety of holders to reduce their stock before the close of the sea- 
son. We now quote 8lb. Grey Shirtings 2.84.40 taels, white 66 reed 
2.4) taels, and 7 lb. T-Cloths 1.85.96 ; but these figures are all nominal, 
as there is no demand now for the interior, and the only sales to be effected 
for the next three months will be small parcels for local consumption.—

SHANGHAI. 
The dates are down to the 24th December. The London 


mail of October 29 arrived out on 20th December. Telegrams 
via, Kiachta, from London to 21st November, had been received. 

The following items are from the North China Herald :— 

Mr. Burlinghamce has arrived from Tientsin in the U.S. vessel 
Ashuelot. His appointment as Ambassador from the Court of 
Peking to the Treaty Powers of the West is confirmed. Our 
correspondent givesthe following account of the matter :—When 
the Cabinet were apprised of Mr. Burlinghame’s intended final 
departure from Peking, he was invited to a farewell banquet, 
during the course of which Wen-tajen, who is the controlling 
spirit of the Government, expressed a hope that their 
guest would, in his own country, like Sir Frederick Bruce, 
continue his friendly offices in behalf of the Chinese Qo- 
vernment, Mr. Burlinghame assured the Cabinet Ministers that 
he would endeavour to do so. It was intimated that perhaps 
he could be persuaded to render that service officially. Soon 
after, to the surprise of the diplomatic corps, Mr. Brown, of 
the British Legation, was addressed on the subject, and next 
the counsel of Mr. Hart was asked’; and finding that these 
gentlemen and all the Ambassadors thought favourably of the 
scheme, and were in favour of the appointment of the American 
Minister as Ambassador to their respective Courts, the request 
was formally made to Mr. Burlinghame by Wen-tajen, to accept 
the mission, and agreed to by the former. 

Are we to consider that Mr. Burlinghame has been selected 
through conviction in his superior intelligence, or because the 
Son of Heaven still declines to acknowledge equality with other 
earthly sovereigns, by deputing one of his own subjects to their 
councils? That the decision to appoint Mr. Burlinghame was 
arrived at so rapidly as our Pekiug correspondent declares, we 
do not believe for a moment. ‘The Chinese mind is not given 
to sudden bursts of after-dinner inspiration, and to instanta- 
neous action thereon—especially in so weighty a matter as 
deputing a representative to the once despised Governments of 
the outer world. We may be sure that, however suddenly 
broached, Mr. Burlinghame’s appointment has been long and 
carefully thought over. Our correspondent says: “And next 
the counsel of Mr. Hart was asked.” We would rather 
believe that the counsel originated in Mr. Hart’s own 
brain. The influence enjoyed by that gentleman at 
the Chinese Foreign-office is the less known that it has 
been imperceptibiy acquired and is quietly exercised. But in- 
stances of its existence do occasionally crop out ; and we fanoy 
the present surprise may be traced to Mr. Hart’s initiative. I 
so, he deserves no less credit that the measure is a half one. 
In this, as in other respects, we must accept the step gained, 
and score one more notch in the wheel of progress, hoping that 
the crank may soon be given another turn. The permissivn to 
Chinese subjects to own foreign ships, the appointment of harbour 
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masters at the several treaty ports, the placing of pilotage on a 
sound basis, have been all so many notches gained during the 
past year. 

A circular has been issued by the trustees of the scamen’s 
church, referring to the successful completion of that building, 
and asking for help to mect extra cxpendituro that has been 
incurred in connection with it ; and in order to pay the passago 
to England of Mr. Kaufmann, whose health has broken down. 
The successful completion of the church ard the establishment 
of the sailor’s library and reading-room in connection with it 
are greatly dueto Mr. Kaufmann’s exertions. The institution 
is a most useful and beneficial one, and we have no doubt the 
call made by the trustees will be responded to. 

A meeting of clectors on the French Concession has been 
held to discuss the contract by which the Municipal Council 
have guaranteed 8 per cont. to the shareholders in the French 
Gas Company. A long discussion took place, at the end of 
which tho contract was ratified. 

On the night of the 30th Nov., while the ship //indostan was 
at anchor under the Saddle Islands,‘ thirteen Chinese came on 
board her, reported that their junk had been taken by pirates, 
and begged for protection. This was the second time, they 
said, they had been attacked on the passage from Chefoo. The 
first time they got off, after losing only a part of their cargo ; 
but the second time they lost junkand all. The //indostan saw 
some junks at a distance, and could sce that they were having 
a battle, but could not give any assistance, 

H.P.M. frigate Vineta has got safely into dock. It will be 
remembered that some doubt existed as to whether the Hong- 
que dock could receive her. 

Another gunpowder explosion, on a small scale, has occurred 
in Hankow. Some soldiers fired a gingal so close toa bucket 
of powder, that the fire was communicated to it and the whole 
exploded, hurting a dozen of the men more or less badly. 

A Kiukiang correspondent writes :—“ Another piracy in the 
Poyang Lake—the third this year—bas dispossessed another 
teaman of the produce of his year’s labour—5,000 taels. This 
of eourse implies another chop being sent to Shanghai direct 
next year via Hangchow. In fact, it is not at all unlikely to 
influence a large quantity of tea away from this port next 
season. It would ba a shame to add to the number of pirates 
by putting safe steamers on the lake, and thus throwing more 
honest junkmen out of employment. Or it might act the 
other way, and, leaving the rogues no syceo to prey upon, drive 
away the bands already formed.” 

Complaints are made of the comfortless barn in which the 
majesty of British law is vindicated in Shanghai. In a case 
where three or four counsel are employed, they have difficulty 
in crowding on to the solitary bench available, and their clients 
are fain to stand anywhere within hail, As for the repre- 
sentatives of the press, they are lucky if they can get a chair, 
and are not obliged to use the wall as a table. 

The trial Regina v. C. Treasure Jones, for embezzlement of 
money while in H.B.M. Consular service, has ended in the 
dismissal of the jury. The jury retired about 4 pM., and 
returned in the course of half an hour. They stated they 
found the prisoner had received the money, and also that he 
had appropriated it to his own use, but with what intcnt the 
evidence did not show. The Judge said this last was the main 
point to be decided ; and they had better retire again and say 
whether they thought the prisoner took the money with intent 
to defraud the Crown, or by a mistake. Eventually they again 
returned about 5.30, and announced through their foreman, 
that there was no chance of the'r agreeing on a verdict, as they 
were divided on the question of “intent to defraud.” The chief 
Judge discharged them, and directed that the prisoner should 
be kept in custody, until the pleasure of the Crown could be 
ascertained, as to whether he should be re-tried. Bail would 
be accepted: 

In the Bankruptcy Court, Edmund Warden obtaincd his 
discharge. C. T. Jones obtained further time to produce ac- 
ounts, and on Maitland, Bush, and Co. a divided was declared 
at 24 per cent.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

The last English mail carried home what was doubtless con- 
sidered by those interested in China the somewhat startling 
intelligence that Mr. Purlinghame, the U.S. Minister at Peking, 
had been “appointed” Chinese “‘ Ambassador” to the Courts 
of Europe ; and the intelligence may have seemed preposterously 
untrue ,to those best acquainted with the disposition of the 
Chinese Government and the estimation in which they hold 
their Yankee would-be “allies.” There is, nevertheless, a sub- 
stratum of truth in the matter, though it bears but a small 
proportion to the magnificent dimensions of the rumour. Having 
been placed in possession of the leading facts by one of the 
principal actors in the comedy, I am enabled to communicate 
the real history of the affair, which has been kept with care 
from publication in the Shanghai newspapers. In former 
letters [ have already touched upon the determination mani- 
fested by the French in China to push themselves more pro- 
minently to the front rank in influence, and more espe- 
cially to get a “grip” at the Customs’ administration, 
in which Mr. Robert Hart’s brilliant (pecuniary) success 
has given them good cause for intense envy. M. de Meritens, 
the ambitious Frenchman occupying the post of Commissioner 
of Customs at Foochow (and formerly French Secretary of 
Legation at Peking), has made no secret since the arrival of 
H.E, the Comte de ]’Allemand of the determination existing to 
push him into Mr. Hart’s place, and an opportunity of deliver- 
ing a blow at Mr. Hart was found and eagerly made use of in 
the suicide of Colonel Kleckowski, the Commissioner of Cas- 
toms at Amoy, who was stated to have drowned himself under 
the influence of despair at the unjust persecution to which he 
was subjected by Mr. Hart in consequence of a charge of em- 
bezzlement. Other and more probable causes are indeed as- 
signed for the suicide, but the responsibility of the act was 
saddled by the French Legation on Mr. Hart ; and M. de Meri- 
tens, after holding a volunteer investigation at Amoy, hurried 
to Peking, where Prince Kung and his Ministers were assailed 
with such pertinacious fury that, in order to settle the case, 
a gratuity of fifteen thousand dollars was bestowed cn 
the deceased’s family, and full reparation to his memory 
was declared to have been made. Mr. Hart felt his 
pedestal, never too secure, rocking beneath his feet ; and inas- 
much as the intention was well known to exist on the part of 
the French of demanding an equal share in the supreme managc- 
ment of the Customs when the Treaties came to be revised in 
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1868, a scheme was concocted in accordance with which the re- 
vision should, if only possible, be postponed ; and Mr. Burlinghame, 
who, with the very best results as regards the rapid promotion 
of his friends and political protegés in the Customs’ service, 
has given Mr, Hart his undivided support at Peking, was pre- 


- vailed upon todo whatever might be possible in Europe and the 


United States for the purpose of securing Mr. Hart’s position 


. in the Chinese service. Hereupon followed the “ unexpected ” 


request at the parting banquet with Prince Kung to “ repre- 
sent’ China abroad, the coquetry of despatches, &€., as you 
will read in the Shanghai newspapers. : 

That Mr. Hart finds himself very “shaky” at Peking is un- 
doubtedly true, and it is not only highly desirable that he should 
be so, but also what has long been looked for. His Inspector- 
ship of Customs has almost wholly disappeared from practical 
existence, and has become merged in the position of unseen 
manager of the foreign relations and correspondence of the 
Chinese Government. Only too glad to be rid of the trouble 
and “bother” of conducting foreign affairs in accordance with 
the usages of civilised Governments, and delighted to be able 
to make use of one barbarian for the discomfiture of all the 
rest, Mr. Hart has been constituted the sole arbiter of foreign 
relations by the Peking Government. In this capacity he has 
been enabled, substantially, to reward the support he has re- 
ceived from the U.S. Minister, and the $40,000 salary which 
Mr. Burlinghame is to receive from the Chinese Government 
for his expected services is only a small portion of the benefit 
he has derived from his compact with Mr. Hart. 

But Mr. Hart has probably been quite clever enough to fore- 
see that such a position as he has carved out could only 
be a temporary one, and that personal profit combined 
with political influence make a fair quarry for the am- 
bition of others. Had his functions (magnificently paid 
ns they already are in a legitimate way) been really 
confined, as in name they are to the administration of 
the Customs’ revenue collection, the vastly preponderating in- 
terests of Great Britain might have long continued to justify 
the chief direction being centred in the hands of an English- 
man (or rather Irishman) ; but when political influence is added 
to the position of a paid subordinate of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, other nationalities infallibly awake to the desirability of 
introducing their own fingers into the ' tempting fire, and hence 
the present situation of affairs. That any efforts will enable 
Messrs. Hart and Burlinghame' to save the Customs from 
French intrusion must be deemed a vain hope, and, in the course 
of the next twelve months, we shall probably see the entire 
institution remodelled. It is tobe hoped that when this de- 
sirable result is brought about the mischievous and unwar- 
rantable system under which the foreign Inspector of Customs 
has been allowed to reside at Peking and occupy himself with 
political intrigues will be brought to an end. British 
interests have, perhaps, not suffered to a considerable 
extent by Mr. Hart’s unseen dealings at Peking (though upon 
this point so different an opinion exists that it is only recently 
the Inspector-General was accused of “ Fenianism”); but the 
yoke of ajFrench conspiracy in the recesses of the Chinese 
Foreign Office would speedily become too grievous to be 
borne. The solution of the difficulty will probably be found 
in reverting to the original scheme of an International Board 
of Commissioners residing at Shanghai, The institution of 
a board of this kind would vastly simplify matters and 
accelerate the improvement of the bona fide Customs’ service. 

We shall wait, in China, with amusement if not with 
anxiety, the upshot of Mr. Burlinghame’s burlesque mission. 
As it is well understood that he is proceeding home with a 
view to political operations prior to the elections of next 
autumn in the United States, we shall not be surprised to learn 
thatj he earns the greater portion of his Chinese salary upon 
his native soil. What view the French Government will take 
of these ingenious procecdings is another interesting question.

BANGKOK. 
' From this port we have adviccs to the 26th December. 
The following items are from the Siam Weekly Monitor : — 
On the 24th November Mons. Duchesne de Bellecourt, Minister 
Plenipotentiary of his Imperial Majesty at the Court of Siam, 
exchanged with the Govornment of this country the ratifications 
of the treaty recently signed at Paris by the Siamese Embassy, 
By order of his Majesty a large number of magnificently deco- 
rated barges were sent to conduct the French Minister and suite, 
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and any of the French residents of Bangkok who might choose 
to witness the ceremony, to the Royal Palace. The ceremony 
concluded, the treaty was honoured by a salute of twenty-one 
guns; a salute of fifteen guns was also fired in honour of the 
French Minister. His Excellency and suite were now carried 
in sedan chairs placed on horses to the Royal Palace, where they 
were received by his Majesty in person, resplendent with dia- 
monds and jewels, seated on his throne with all his Court around 
him as on one of the greatest state occasions. Monsieur Du- 
chesne de Bellecourt, in a very intelligible and clear voice, then 
expressed the pleasure he had in thanking his Majesty, his Ma- 
jesty’s Ministers, and all his Majesty’s subjects ; congratulated 
himself on having been chosen by his Sovereign for so frien:ily 
and pleasant a mission, and then concluded with cordial wishes 
for the duration of the friendly relations that had always ex- 
isted between France and Siam, also for the prosperity of his 
Majesty’s kingdom and Government. His Majesty replied that 
he quite concurred in his Excellency’s wishes, and hoped that 
the friendly relations that had existed for centuries between his 
kingdom and the Empire of France would never be disturbed. 

We have the pleasure to inform our readers of the arrival 
of the Portuguese corvette Sa Da Bandiera, Captain D. S. Ra- 
drigues, on the 12th Nov., having on board his Excellency Jose 
Maria de Ponta Horta, Governor of Macao and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary to Siam. This arrival has a stronger bearing on the 
welfare of our community than some would imagine, as it gives 
the Portuguese subjects an immense superiority in business 
transactions over any other, French excepted, and leaves the 
British subject, of whom there are hundreds here, far behind, 
in this manner: a Portuguese subject can now lay his difficul- 
ties before the Government of Macao with every chance of re- 
dress, while, if the affairs of a British subject demand investi- 
gation, the whole matter has to be sent to England at an 
immense expense. We would like to be informed by any of our 
readers who take interest in this matter, would it not be better 
for British subjects were the British affairs of Siam, political as 
well as judicial, placed under the supervision of the Singapore 
Government? if so, we are of opinion it would facilitate the 
giving of British subjects in Siam as much liberty as the Por- 
tuguese now enjoy. 

The direct trade with Europe appears to be still on the in- 
crease. The Lammermuir, chartered by the Borneo Company 
to load home, arrived on the 2ud Dec., and the following ves- 
sels had sailed for Kurope :—Kestrel, Therese,"Emmanuel, Drache, 
Marmion, Racer, Hanover, Red Deer, and Maury. ; 

The following is from Messrs. A, Markwald and’Co.’s Market 
Report, dated 3rd December :— 

Rice. — Our market continued to be fairly supplied with paddy and rice 
Since then the grain came 
in more sparingly, but although this decrease in supplies could of course 
not fail in giving a firmer tone to the market, the more so as the demand 
for rice both for avpmens to China and to Europe continued very brisk, 
still we are glad to be able to report that the advance in prices thus es- 
tablished does not exceed 5 cents per picul. Single boats of new rice be- 
gin already to make their appearance; larger quantities are promised for 
the end of this month, and with the fact before us, that a crop fully as rich 
as last year’s one has been harvested, we believe to be justified in expecting 
@ most satisfactory state of our market in January, when our new season 
will be fairly opened, as well with regard to the amount of supplies, as to 
the rate of prices ruling. 

FREIGHTS.— We have to report the following charters with rice since 
date of our last report:—Glenroy, Mirage, Wm. Chandler, Katinka, 
Chowfa, Fairy, Stord, Wye, Ceres, Parsee, Rifle, Lyeemoon, Mary 
Mildred, Alice, and Harriet. A brisk demand for tonnage at firm and rising 
rates continued throughout the past month, and all vessels offered for charter 
were promptly taken out of the market. Since a few days the market is, 
however, weaker, owing partly to the continual discouraging news from the 
China Rice markets, partly to the greater scarcity of rice and consequently 
higher prices of that grain here, and at the present moment it is rather 
difficult to get employment, especially for larger vessels, with rice to China 
while there continues still some inquiry for smaller sized crafts to the south. 

We are of opinion, however, that this momentary weakuess of our freight 
market will not be of long duration. The supply of tonnage hitherto 
directed to our port has not been out of proportion to the demand, and we 
may therefore confidently hope to see a new impetus given to our freight 
market, and an advance in rates established as soon as the new rice season. 
the opening of which is close at hand, will bring us more plentiful supplies 
of rice and easier prices, even should the influx of tonnage during the 
coming months be on a larger scale than it has been during the past weeks.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates from this port are to the 6th January, but our files of 
local papers have unfortunately miscarried, so that we are un- 
able to give the latest news. 

The following is the statement of the estimates for 1868, 
which was shut out of our last issue :— 

The reyenue is put down at 1,409,452.84 dols.; and ont of that 
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for expenditure 1,292,343.76 dols. will be required, thus anticipating 
a surplus of over 117,000 dols., and it will be very creditable to the 
Administration if the result turns out as anticipated. The land revenue 
is put down at 52,506 dols.; rents exclusive of land, 22,794 dols. ; 
the opium and other farms at 728,912 dols. They have just 
been let in Singapore for 43,817 dols. per month and the returns from 
Penang and Malacca will make up the amount; stamps, 114,560 (the new 
Stamp Act, No. 26 of 1867comes into operation on the 1st of January next) ; 
port and harbour dues, 21,825 dols.; postages, 65,010 dols, ; fines, for- 
feitures, and fees of Court, 50,150 dols.; naturalisation fees, 1,000 dols., 
and on this item a considerable increase could be obtained if those who 
are required to be naturalised were compelled to take out the necessary 
papers and pay the fees. The practice in the Colony in this respect is 
much too lax. Funds recoverable on account of convict expen- 
diture from the Indian, Ceylon, and Hong Kong Governments, 114,650 
dols.; and value of convict labour on public works, 155,751 dols.; and 
with the product of the gaol manufactures and other services of this 
department the sum is 161,634 dols.; reimbursements, 105,911 dols. ; 
sales of Government property, 40,650 dols.; loana from court deposits, 
45,000 dols., made up by 25,000 dols. to meet the estimated expenditure 
for the year on the new Government House, and 20,0U0 dols. for the new 
steamer; the difference between the purchase price of the Jetho, 
62,000 dels., and the estimate sale price of 40,000 dols., will not be de- 
frayed out of the loan, but out of the current revenue, and the amount ef 
the loan which will have been raised prior to 1868 will not exceed 
165,000 dols. With 9,000 dols. taken as the value ofjstores employed in 
public works, the total of the revenue is made up. 

‘The expenditure is detailed as follows :—

‘The foregoing is the estimated expenditure of the office establishments, 
and amounts with salaries, allowances, and office contingencies to 441,464 
dols, ‘Then there are political pensions to the amount of 5,640 dols. fcr 
Singapore, 10,252 to the Rajah of Quedah and the family of Bundaharah 
of Qucedah on Penang account, 3,180 dols. to Syed Allee of Johore and 
Syed Sabban on Malacca, making in all 19,022 dols.; and superannuation 
allowances, 7,811 dols.; and annuities to landed proprietors, 4,905 dols., 
and various other small items, which, however, are collectively of a con- 
siderable amount. Then among the details of expenditure not included 
under the head of establishments, are 6,819 dols. for education in Singa- 
pore, 4,078 dols. at Penang, and 3,462 dols. at Malacca, in all for edu- 
cation, 14,360 dols. Out of this the Singapore institution is down for 
2,502 dols.; the Malay vernacular schools, 2,800 dols., half of which is, 
however, recoverable from his Highness the Tumongong; the Brothers’ 
School, 500 dols.; and the Sisters, 400 dols. 432 dols. are given in 
scholarships, the Penang Free School, 1,200 dols.; Protestant School, 860 
dols.; Roman Catholic, 670 dols. ; the English School at Malacca, 1,800 
dols. ; besides several other schools there is 75,000 dols. for the purchase 
of a new steamer, 7,000 dols. for a new steam launch and steam cutter, 
4,000 dols. for new boilers for the Rainbow, 6,000 dols. for stationery, 141 
dols. for wine for the Holy Communion and washing surplices; extras for 
medical department, 15,888; police, 18,787 dols.; gaols, 82,150 dols.; 
convict department, 118,900 dols.; and 6,000 dols. extra for travelling 
allowances of the Governor and officers of departments, ‘‘exclusive of 
petty charges for gharry hire,” &., &c.

We find that 18,000 dols. will bave been spent on the new 
Government house by the end of this year, and 26;000 dols. is intended to 
be next year, irrespective of the value of the convict labour to be em- 
ployed; that 46,515 dols. will have been spent this year on the water- 
works, and 2,000 dols. will be next; that 2,500 dols. will be required fur 
the civil magazine at Malacca; and altogether 94,938 dols. will be ex- 
peuded on works and buildings next year, exclusive of establishments and 
inclusive of cash value of stores and convict Jabour ; 44,775 dols. on roads, 
streets, and bridges; 750 dols. for the destruction of wild beasts; 10,000 
dols. interest at 5 per cent. on 200,000 dols. Colonial bonds; and the no 
Bingen sum of 279,060 dola. for the very trifling military force we have in

Commercal Aeport. 


CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

YoxonamMa.—The market remains in the same unsatisfactory state of 
utter depression. No fresh sules of uny importance have been made, and 
business is confined solely to giving delivery of old contracts. Prices of 
what goods are saleable in smail parcels have still further declined. Cotton 
Yarn has suffered another fall of $2 to $5, and 28s. to 38s. are the only 
counts for which the least inquiry bas existed. Black Velvets and 
Blankets are the only other goods at all saleable, and quotations for nearly 
all others must be considered almost nominal. We cannot look for any 
improvement until after the native new year. Cotton Yarn has suffered a 
farther decline, 16's to 24’s having fallen $5 a picul. Nocounts are asked 
for but 28's to 32’s, and these have only been sold in very small qaanti- 
ties. Grey Shirtings: The demand for even this staple has fallen off, and 
even at the fall of lic. it is difficult to place them. Black Velvets are still 
saleable; coloured not wanted. Woollens and Worsteds: All goods of 
this description are dull, and prices nominal, with a downward tendency. 
A little business in Blankets of good quality is the only exception to the 
general stagnation. Quotations are:—Cotton Yarn, Nos. 16 to 24 $52 to 
€55 per picul ; Nos. 28 to 32, 65 to £68 per picul; Nos. 38 to 42, $57 to 
$60 per picul. Cotton Piece Goods: Grey Shirtings, 7 Ibs., $3.5 to $3.15 
per piece ;'8.4 Ibs., $3.50 to $3.60 per piece; 8.6 to 8.8 lbs., $3.55 to $3.65 
per piece. White Shirtings, 56 to 60 reed, $3.50 to $3.70 per piece; 64 
to 66 reed, $3.80 to $4 per piece; 68 to 72 reed, $4.20 to $4.50 per 
pieco. T-Cloths, 6 lbs. $2.25 per piece; 6.8 to 7 lbs., $2.70 to $3.10 per 
piece. 

SHANGHAI.—Grevy Shirtings: A moderate business only has been done 
in Grey Shirtings since last mail, at gradually declinifg rates. Holders 
have been anxious to realise, and buyers have met them day by day as 
rates receded. Trices show a fall uf 20 to 25 tael cents per piece on last 
mail’s rates for 8.4 lbs. Cloth ; 7 lbs. Cloth has been, owing to scarcity, less 
depressed than the heavier weight, and the fall in price is only 13 to 15 
cents. Sales of 8.4 Ibs. Cloth to arrive are reported at various prices, 
ranging from Tls. 2.30 per piece for ordinary chop ex Ajax, to Tls. 2.40 to 
Tls. 2.43 per piece for Eagles, ex sailing ship due in January or February. 
The market ‘to arrive” closes weak, at Tls. 2.30 per piece, but a reaction is 
looked for. Improved accounts from Chefoo have resulted in a good de- 
mand for shipment to that port, and we note several sales caused by this 
special inquiry. T-Cloths: These goods have changed hands to a greater 
extent than is customary at this season of the year, and, though low prices 
have been the rule, delivery has been prompt. Quotations for 7 Ibs. Cloth 
are Tls. 1.85 to Tl. 2, the latter being for Mexican Cloth. 8 Ibs. show a 
decline of about 5 cents per piece, at which small sales are reported. 
White Shirtings: All counts lower in value, and demand not brisk. A few 
sales are reported, and there is a small inquiry for favourite chops to arrive. 
Drills: Both English and American have been in fair request, and holders 
have generally met the market. White Figured and White Brocades: The 
low rates ruling have tempted buyers, and several sales are quoted at an 
advance on prices last current. Dyed Figured Shirtings and Dyed Bro- 
cades have also, owing to their comparative Cheapness, attracted more at- 
tention, and sales of both have been effected, though in some instances at a 
reduction. The stock of these goods in first hands was much reduced, and 
an advance in price may fairly be looked for. Damasks, Chintzes, and 
Turkey Roda wore very dull of sale, and ooald only be placed in small lots, 
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Velveteens: Both 18 and 26 in have been asked for, and several sales of 
the former are quoted at 15} to 17 cents per yard. The latter were in 
small stock, and wanted. Woollens: Camlets have been in good inquiry, 
at last rates. There was also a fair demand for S.S. to arrive, at 
Tie. 12.50 per piece for good assortments. Long Ells and Spanish Stripes 
continue saleable only in small lots at reduced prices. Figured Orleans 
were very difficult to move, even at reduce figures. Coals: The arrivals 

ave been 2,675 tons Australian, and the cargoes of the Ocean Home and 
Lady Love. The total receipt for the month is about 10,000 tons, which 
is in excess of the market requirements, and prices have consequently given 
way. The Sir Ralph Abercrombie took her cargo to Japan on Government 
account, the Chillingham’s Hartley caro partly sold at Tis. 11.00 per ton, 
and the balance will, we hear, go in the vessel to Japan, 

Hanxow.—In reviewing the business of this port, little change is 
foticeable in the demand for manufactures, but prices have declined, and 
the markets for most descriptions of goods closes weak at the quotations 
which were ruling as follows:—Grey Shirtings: 7 to 74 lbs., 2.3.5 to 2.4 
per picul ; 8$ to 8 Ibs., 2.5.7 to 2.6 per picul; 9 to 10 Ibs., 2.6.5 to 3.0 per 
picul. White Shirtings: 56 to 60 in reed, 2.4 to 2.4.5 per picul; 64 to 
66 reed, 2.6 to 2.5.5 per picul; 68 to72 reed, 2.6 to 2.8.0 per picul.

CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 
TEA. 

YoxouamMa.—A large business for America continues to be done in this 
market. The P.M.S.S. China took 118,000 Ibs., and since her departure 
some 4,000 piculs more have been settled. Transactions have been mostly 
confined to medium and good medium sorts, with a few parcels of the finer 
qualities. Prices present a decided downward tendency, a concession in 
some instances of as much as $4 having been obtained. Stocks are rather 
reduced, and cannot be estimated above 3,200 piculs, but large supplies are 
believed to be on the way. (Quotations were :—Fine, $31 to $34 per 
picul; good medium, $28 to $30 per picul; medium, $25 to $26 per 
picul ; good common, $20,00 to $22.00. 
| epee, a it Teas: Notwithstanding the large stock of similar 

eas on the London market, settlements have gone on at gradually higher 
prices, and at the close are two taels above last mail’s rates, many of the 
Teas costing 3d. to 84d. above London quotations. The market was firm, 
buyers being not satisfied. Settlements have been as follows :—Ex- 
change at 63. ld. and freight £3 per ton. 8,700 chests common 
Oopack and Ningchow at 17 taels to 23—1s. O}d. to 1s. 4d.; 10,200 
chests common Oonam, at 16.7.5 taels to 18.7.5—Is. 0}d. to 1s. 1}d. 
Reshipments, 600 chests. Stock, 8,800 chests, against 15,000 at same 
date last year. Total settlements and reshipments to Dec. 25, 830,000 
chests, against 303,500 chests last year. Green Teas: Settlements of these 
have taken place to a considerable extent, and though prices have been 
very irregular, and some teas have been bought at an advance, the market 
generally stands at about the rates of last mail, say two or three taels below 
the highest of the season. Nearly half the purchases have been for England, 
and still show a good margin on London rates. The export to the two 
countries is five millions above last year’s, but it is believed that the total 
yield of the season will show a deficiency; that is, will be only 23,000,000 
to 24,000,000 lbs. The settlements comprise :—21,400 half-chests fair to 
fine Moyunes, taels 36 to 45 (23. to 2s. 54d.) ; 8,800 half-chests common 
to fair Fychows, 25.7.5 to 35.5 (1s. 53d. to 1s. 11}d.) ; 4,700 half-chests 
fair to fine Teenkais, 39 to 41 (2s. 2d. to 2s. 3d.); 1,000 half-chests com- 
mon to fair Pingsueys, 32 (1s. 94d.); 1,000 half-chests common Shanghal 
packed, 28.5 to 29.5 (1s. 74d. to 1s. 8d.). Reshipments, 1,000; Stock, 
21,300 half-chests Fychow, Teenkai, and Moyune, 3,800 Vingsuey, and 
2,000 Shanghai-packed; in all, 27,100 packages. Total settlements and 
reshipments to 24th December, 346,600 half-chests, against 225,700 half- 
chests to same date last year. 

Hankow.—Under date of 19th December, we learn that the business 
bad been confined to 500 chests common Qonam, at tls. 11.7.5 (1s.), and 
300 boxes Hankow-packed Tea at tls. 13 (1s. 1d.). Only 800 chests had 
been shipped to Shanghai. 1,800 chests were said to be in stock, and 
held for excessive prices. The season was virtually at an end, and we 
give no quotations. 

Kiukianc.—Our latest letters are dated the 20th December. Black 
Teas: Some 3,000 packages had arrived, 1,000 of which (common Hohow 
and local packed) had been taken at taels 117 to 13 (1s. 04d. to Is. 1d.), 
the balance having been shipped to Shanghai, leaving a bare market. 
Gree: Teas: Settlements of ‘hese amounted to only 6U0 half-chests, at 
the equivaler o‘ taels 34 to39 in Shanghai; a few small parcels bad 
been sent on to Shanghai, and only 2,000 packages remained in stock. 
Fature arrivals would not exceed 20,000 packages. 

SILK. 

Yorxorama.—Advices from Europe continuing so exceedingly unsatis- 
factory, the fall so long anxiously waited for has began, and it remains 
now entirely with foreign p' chasers to ensure its decline to the proper 
point. Quotations show a difference of from $20 to 50 per picul on those 
of last mail, and in some cases even a greater reduction has been obtained. 
Mr. James Davison’s circular states that fair hanks are obtainable up 
country a3 low as $600 per picul. The China left for San Francisco on 
the 6th December with 266 bales, about 180 of which were included in 
Jast mail’s settlements. Besides this, purchases have been made to the 
extent of 480 piculs, and stock was estimated at 1,600 piculs. The 
ruling quotations were:—Mybash and Sinshu, best, per picul, $750 to 
810; medium, $680 to 720; inferior, $550 to 650; Oshu, best, $780 to 
800; Sodai, best, $680 to 700. 

SHaxoual.—Mr. Holdsworth’s report dated 28rd December is as fol- 
lows :—The latest dates received from Europe since my last Silk circalar, 
are by lettersto the 26th October, and by telegrams via Galle to the 25th 
November, the latter giving more favourable reports of the Home market. 
The limited business traasacted fot last mail, coupled with the near ap- 
proach of the Chinese New Year catsing many needy holders of silk to be 


desisons of quitting their stocks, ahd consequently to sabmist to a farther 
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decline in prices, has led to ad considerable businéss, the settlements 
being estimated at 2,500 bales, of which fully 1,000 to 1,500 
bales have been in barter against imports. Owing to the recent 
large transactions, prices have advanced, and as the mail is closing 
may be quoted fully:—Taels 15 to 20 higher for medium and 
common Tsatlees; 10 to 15 higher for good Taysaams; 10 to 15 
higher for Hainings and Yuenfas. All other desctiptions, with the ex- 
ception of “Chin Cum” Taysaams which are lower, remain at about the 
same rates as those ruling at the close of last mail; and the market closes 
firm at the quotations given below. The unsold stock, owing to limited 
supplies, is considerably reduced, being estimated at only 1,500 te 2,000 
bales, but further supplies are daily expected, and as several hongs have 
sent their agents to the producing districts to purchase for them, indaced 
to do so by the extensive settlements of this mail, we may look for con- . 
siderable arrivals, and as these silks should arrive about the Chinese New 
Year, at a time when, generally speaking, the native are pressed for money, 
we certainly ought to see lower prices ruling again before long. The 
closing quotations were as follows, laid down in London at exchange 6s. 1d. 
per tael:—Tsatlee Chop No. 1, none; 2, 27s. 8d. to 28s. 5d. per Ib. ; 8, 
263. 7d. to 278. 4d.; Karshing and Taysaam Chop No. 1, 23s. 2d. to 
24s.

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MESSRS. JARDINE, MATHESON,‘ AND CO.’S MEMORIAL. 

In our last article on the subject of treaty revision, while 
strongly advocating the necessity of many reforms, not so much 
in the text of the treaty as in its working and application, we 
deprecated the introduction of any measures of so startling or 
revolutionary a nature as would be likely to frighten the 
Chinese into a return to their old policy of stolid obstructive- 
ness, It is gratifying to find that our views in this respect are 
supported by Messrs. JaRDINE, MaTHEson, and Co., whose 
separate Memorial reached us by last mail. The acknowledged 
position of this firm in the China trade, the vast nature of their 
interest in it, and their long standing and experience, un- 
doubtedly give them every claim to a hearing for their indepen- 
dent expression of opinion ; and, although their memorial in most 
points does not widely differ from those of the several Chambers 
of Commerce, it derives a special interest of its own from the 
manner in which it treats of one important question, namely, the 
privilege of travel and residence in the interior of the country. 
Messrs. JARDINE, MaTHESON, and Co. poiut out that a liberal, or 
even a literal interpretation of Article XII. of the Treaty of 
Tientsin would entitle British subjects to free access to all parts 
of the empire, with liberty to hire or erect residences and busi- 
ness premises, and to navigate the inland waters. But, while 
insisting on the numerous perfectly legitimate advantages that 
would accrue to us from such privileges, they are willing to 
admit that absolute freedom from restriction is undesirable, at 
all events for the present. Small trading posts should be es- 
tablished at such points as might be found desirable, to facili- 
tate the easy, safe, and rapid transmission of imported goods to 
native dealers all over the country ; but foreigners should not 
be allowed to open retail shops, nor, for the same reasons, 
should they be allowed to interfere with the purely native 
traffic on inland waters. It is further admitted that the 
system must be introduced with extreme caution, as it will 
inevitably multiply points of collision, and greatly increase 
official expenditure. The advantages, both to commerce and 
civilisation, that must ultimately result from a real opening up of 
the country, are incalculable ;"and for the attainment of so great 
an end we must be content to risk something. But, the memo- 
rialists say, seeing on what delicate ground we are about to 
tread for the first time, we shall be content to see the question 
handled by Government “in no more than a tentative spirit,” 
80 long as they do so with firmness and honesty of purpose. This is 
precisely the view we have already insisted on. Let us be content 
with gradual progress, so long as itis safe and’substantial. Let 
our representatives claim for us only such moderate concessions 
as the Chinese can have no valid reason for withholding ; but, 
once obtained they must never again be relinquished. If Article 
XII. be allowed to stand as it now is in the revised Treaty, 
and if British subjects availing themselves of its provisions are 
again despoiled and maltreated, another “China war ” will be 
the inevitable and disastrous result. To secure a favourable 
end to the impending negotiations, the utmost firmness and 
concentration will be absolutely necessary. If Sir RurHERFoRD 
Alcock is to represent our Government, his power should be 
fall and undivided, and his should be the sole responsibility. 
If, as we fear may be the case, Mr. BURLINGAME’S mission gives 
rise to a division of labour, to a confusion between negotiations 
here, and others at Peking, we may expect an egregious failure, 
for which, of course, nobody will be answerable, Time, and 
Lord Stanuey must decide. 
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THE FOREIGN OFFICE AND THE LAY-OSBORNE FLEET: 

THE organisation of the so called Chinese Fleet was an 
undertaking of such magnitude, its collapse so disastrous, and 
the interest excited by its brief history so great, that our 
readers may perhaps have felt some surprise at the non-appear- 
ance in these columns of any account of the combat @ Voutrance 
waged in the Morning Post lately between Mr. Lay and the 
Foreign Office, as represented by its Permanent Under-Secre- 
tary. But in truth we are tired of the whole subject, and s0 
(we suspect) is every one else, with the exception of those 
immediately concerned in it. Mr. Lay’s influence on China 
affairs, whether for good or evil, has long since come to an end. 
The correspondence we speak of has occupied many columns in 
the Morning Post, and a reproduction, or even an epitome of it 
would have taken up far too much of our space—space that has, 
we trust, been more worthily filled. Besides, we dealt with the 
whole question on the occasion of Mr. Lay’s memorable pam- 
phlet, and then (as we hoped) finally disposed of his pretensions. 
Mr. Lay’s case, as he now puts it forward, is briefly this :— 
That Sir Freperick Bruce at first approved and fostered his 
scheme ; that (beyond posting to him a mere copy of the Order 
in Council) the Foreign Office never instructed Sir FREDERICK 
to support it ; that he therefore withdrew his support, thereby 
destroying Mr. Lay’s prestige with the Chinese Government ; 
that this was the sole cause of his failure; that Mr. Hammonp 
is responsible for the neglect; and that he (Mr. Lary) has 
therefore a distinct claim on the Foreign Office for further 
employment and advancement. To this Mr. Hammonp replies 
in effect that Mr. Lay was well treated both by his own Go- 
vernment and the Chinese, but that he advanced pretensions of 
so extravagant a nature as to bring about his own downfall ; 
that he voluntarily relinquished the British Consular Service 
for that of the Chinese Customs, and that now he has rendered 
himself obnoxious to the Imperial Government, it is manifestly 
impossible to re-appoint him to a Consular post in China. Mr. 
HamMOND might have added that the appointment of Mr. Lay 
to such a position in the Consular Service as he would now be 
likely to accept would be a gross injustice to those members of 
the service who have steadily adhered to it, and who have not 
had the brilliant opportunities of advancement that he has had 
and abused. That Mr. Lay’s tone throughout the controversy is 
that of a disappointed man we can hardly wonder; but he 
should remember that when a man, dazzled by the prospect of 
a brilliant destiny, abandons the beaten track of his profession, 
and, for the sake of exceptional advantages, incurs exceptional 
risks and responsibilities, he must be content to be judged by 
the measure of his success, and to stand or fall by the result. 
Mr. Lay played a bold game, and the stakes were high; he 
lost his head, blundered, and fell. So much the worse, not only 
for himself, but for his clients, who paid dearly for the abortive 
experiment. That part of the story belongs to the irrevocable 
past. In its present phase the discussion is important only as 
regards the personal claims of Mr. Lay, whom, for the future, 
we must olass among the innumerable individuals who, having 
a “ grievance” against the Government, nurse it and bring it 
forward from time to time as oppoftunity offers, as long as 
they can find any one to take any notice of them. As far as 
we are concerned, this is the last time we shall take any notice 
of Mr. Lay or his effusions. 

WE noticed in our issue of the 27th ult. that a deputation 
to the Secretary or State for the CoLonigs was contemplated 
by residents in this country interested in the Straits. In 
furtherance of this object we understand that a mecting was 
held at the office of Mr. Bousrgzap, at which a committee was 
formed for the protection of their interests, under the title of 
the “Srrarrs Association,” President, Jon CrawForp, Esq. 
The gentlemen present at the meeting were Messrs. BousreaD, 
ReaD (Member Legislative Council, Singapore), Narier, Patrr- 
son, LEvEsoN, Harvey, Snaons, Scorr, GREENSHIELDS, TIDMAN, 
and McTaceart. A memorial will be drawn up and an inter- 
view arranged with the Duke of BuckinaHaM, when a com- 
munication made by Sir Benson Maxwe 1 to the Duke will also 
be alluded to. 


WE understand that the United States Government has 
received from Mr. BuriincHaMge a formal resignation of his 
post as United States’ Minister at Peking, the duties of 
which are (as we have already pointed out) quite incompatible 
with those he has undertaken in the service of the Chinese 
Government. The Chinese Embassy will visit America first, 
and is expected to reach this country in May. A successor to 
Mr, BURLINGHAME at Peking will at once be appointed.

THE GOVERNOR'S SPEECH ON THE CLOSING OF THE 
STRAITS SETTLEMENTS’ LEGISLATURE. 

THe speech of Sir Harry Orb, on closing the labours of the 
Legislative Council of the Straits Settlements, contains a para- 
graph which has justly given rise to serious apprehensions, and 
has considerably alarmed all who are interested in the pros- 
perity of the colony. The Governor observes :—‘ I am glad 
“to be able to state that to meet the proposed expenditure of 
“the year, there is ‘every prospect of a more than adequate 
“revenue, and that it wil! be raised without its being necessary 
“to resort to additional taxation. On this head it may be as 
“ well that I should state that, although unable to concur in the 
‘opinion which is so extensively professed in the Settlements, 
‘“‘that the establishmont of export or other duties affecting 
“ shipping resorting to our ports would have a most disastrous 
“effect upon the trade, and consequently upon the prosperity 
‘Sof the colony, I should be extremely unwilling to try an 
“experiment, the result of which is certainly not free from 
“doubt, except under the pressure of a necessity, which can 
“ hardly arise so long as another and equally legitimate, but 
“less objectionable, mode of raising revenue remains open to 
“us by the imposition of direct taxation.” 

Governor OrpD is a bold, we had almost written a rash, man. 
With “tho confessedly limited experience the Government at 
“ present possesses of the resources of the settlement,’’ and after 
a residence in the colony of barely nine months, he does not 
hesitate to declare his inability to concur in the wise policy of 
Sir Srawrorp Ra¥Fies which has been ratified by the steady 
progress and prosperity of the Settlement during the last fifty 
years, and coolly speaks of the establishment of import or other 
duties, which his predecessors, after long experience, success- 
fully combated, notwithstanding the repeated efforts of the late 
East India Company to establish them. And why does Gover- 
nor ORD make this unpalatable suggestion ? What reasons has 
he to bring forward to justify his allusion to further taxation ? 
We can discover none. He confesses he has already “a more 
“than adequate revenue ”—the Singapore farms have sold at an 
advance of 18 per cent., and the Penang farms show even a 
better result. He has less to pay for the military contingent 
than his predecessor, the two amounts being £59,700, against 
£85,000 ; he has no greatly increased expenditure under other 
items, beyond a Government house and a steamer, and the cost 
of these can be spread over aseries of years. What does 
Governor OrpD see looming in the future which should 
render it necessary for him to allude to any “legitimate but ob- 
“ jectionable mode of raising revenue?” Is he about to under- 
take the conquest of the Malay Peninsula? or to drive 
the Dutch from the scene of their aggresssions in Sumatra ? 
or to guarantee five per cent. to the Hastern Asia Telegraph 
Company ? or does he merely want money for the pleasure 
of squandering it for marble verandahs to his new 
palace, or a picture gallery to teach perspective to native 
artists? Surely Sir Harry OrpD must be aware that the duty 
of a good Governor is to diminish and not increase the ex- 
penditure, to lessen and not augment taxation, to secure 
efficiency in the public service without overburthening the 
colony with useless appointments. Proposals such as that 
made by the Governor of the Straits Settlements must shake 
the confidence of the public and produce a painful impression, 
which time, aided by much prudence and tact, can alone efface ; 
and it will require all the honesty of purpose he can command, 
and sincere proofs of his appreciation of the responsibilities of 
his position, to enable those interested in the prosperity of 
the colony to overlook the false step which we will charitably 
attribute to Sir Harry Orp’s “confessedly limited experience 
“‘ in the resources of the Settlement.” 





THE RUSSIAN TELEGRAM. 

THE St. Petersburg telegram announcing military prepara- 
tions in China directed against Russia, a treaty between China 
and the Turkomans, and so forth, which we published in our 
last issue (at the same time pointing out that, as it stood, it 
was totally unworthy of credence), turns out to-have been a 
telegraphic blunder after all; and to the Pall Mall Gazette is 
due the credit of exposing it. The blunder occurred, it seems, 
at our own end of the wire. The message, as despatched from 
St. Petersburg, had no reference to China at all, but treated of 
that little known country in Central Asia which we call Khiva. 
The Germans however spell it Chiwa; and as the message 
came to us through the German telegraph, it was so spelt in 
this instance. To an English telegraph clerk the word “ Chiwa” 
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would of course convey no meaning whatever. “China” was 
the nearest intelligible word, and doubtless the receiver of the 
message hardly hesitated for a moment before altering the w 
into an 2, perhaps congratulating himself upon his sharpness 
in so doing. “China” looked right enough, and so it was 
written down and sent out for publication. This error ex- 
plained, the news ceases to have any special interest as regards 
China, but nevertheless appears to be of grave importance. If 
war ensues in the region here indicated, and the Turkomans 
become involved in it, complications between Russia and Persia 
can hardly be avoided; and any aggression by Russia on 
Persian territory could not possibly pass unnoticed by Great 
Britain. Professor ARMINIUS VaMBERY, of the University of 
Pesth, has a letter written to Zhe Times, in which, assuming the 
report of Chinese military preparations to have a basis of fact, 
he thus explains it :—‘ Should the Chinese be gathering troops 
in those regions they have very likely been doing it for a long 
time, not exactly against Russia, but against the Mussulman in- 
habitants of Chinese Tartary, particularlyjagainst Kashgar, Aksu, 
Yarkand, and Khotan, which revolted three years ago against 
the Chinese authority. Chinese rule has been very often over- 
thrown in these most western provinces of the Celestial Empire 
during the, 120 years of possession. As for the remaining news 
—namely, the treaty with the Turcomans—I think it the most 
absurd thing that can be imagined. There are no Turcomans 
in the neighbourhood of China and Chinese Tartary.” 





COMMERCIAL MORALITY. 

WHEN writing, a week back, on the subject of Treaty revision 
we took occasion to observe that the China trade needed reform 
from within as well as from without, and that the possibility of 
some vigorous action on the part of the Chambers of Commerce 
seemed to us to afford the best hope of its restoration to a 
more healthy condition. Since then a meeting of the Liver- 
pool Chamber of Commerce has taken place, at which (although 
an amended Bankruptcy Law was the immediate subject for 
consideration), the whole question of Commercial Morality—or 
immorality—was ably discussed. It is needless to dilate upon 
the proceedings in this place; we refer to them solely to call 


attention to the fact that some of the speakers were members 


of firms directly interested in the China trade, and that their 
remarks have therefore a double interest for our readers. Some 
of the opinions expressed were, indeed, of the deepest import. 
Not to multiply examples, we will merely instance an ob- 
servation made by Mr. Hamuton, of the firm of Brown, 
SHIPLEY, and Co., which is worthy of special attention. He said 
that, “‘he held that any man who entered into speculations 
** beyond the limit in which he had a fair and reasonable pros- 
“pect of meeting all the losses that could fall upon him com- 
“ mitted as great an act of fraud as if he put his hand into 
“another man’s pocket and stole his purse.” Now, it is 
obvious that a man who puts his hand into another man’s 
pocket and steals his purse, is a thief. There is a further con- 
clusion, applicable to some recent events in China, which is 
equally obvious ; our readers will draw it for themselves. 


THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS — PAST AND PRESENT 
(COMMUNICATED.) 


Penang, the oldest settlement in the Straits of Malacca, was 
originally established as a naval station, for the purpose of 
affording protection to our commerce in the East ; the realisation 
of a local revenue sufficient to meet the expenditure was not 
looked for or considered as of paramount importance. A civil 
Government was organised on a grand scale, and maintained 
almost entirely at the expense of the Indian revenue. When, 
hawever, the East India Company was deprived of the monopoly 
of trade, the Straits Settlements, as far as the Company was 
concerned, lost much of their importance. Hence measures were 
adopted for curtailing as far as possible the demands upon India 
for their support, a great reduction was effected in salaries and 
establishments, and the Government was placed under the orders 
of the Governor of Bengal. The Indian authorities, little ac- 
quainted with the wants of the Straits communities, looked upon 
the Settlements simply from a financial point of view, and that 
view certainly was not favourable; for, notwithstanding the 
large reduction, the revenue still proved inadequate to cover the 
expenses. Moreover, the arrangement under which all disburse- 
ments were made in dollar currency caused complications of 
accounts, which it was thought desirable to get rid of, and an 
order was given for the substitution of the rupee currency, 
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This order, issued without due consideration, seriously 
affected the mercantile community, whose business transactions 
were all carried on in dollars ; and who, owing to the prejudices 
of the Chinese, in whose hands the trade of the Straits has 
always been, were precluded from making any change in this 
respect ; there was consequently much dissatisfaction, and al- 
though the obnoxious order was soon cancelled, avitation for 
the transfer of the Settlements to the charge of the Colonial- 
office had commenced and was allowed to continue. 

After Lord Dalhousie’s visit to the Straits in 1850, upon his 
lordship’s recommendation, the Settlements were removed from 
the charge of the Bengal Government, and again formed into a 
separate government, subordinate only to the Viceroy of India 
in Council. There was still, however, a deficiency in the re- 
venue, and therefore little money forthcoming for the prosecution 
of public works; civil establishments were kept on the lowest pos- 
sible scale, and the Government employés were gencrally under- 
paid. Then came the Indiau Mutiny ; the Supreme Government 
of India could ill spare funds to meet the debit balance of 
the Straits, whilst the European residents considered that at 
least a wing of a European regiment should have becn located 
at Singapore for their protection. This measure, which would 
have entailed considerable expense, was not at that time likely 
to meet with much favour in India; the agitation for the trans- 
fer was renewed, but soon subsided, under tho idea that in the 
event of the Settlement becoming a colony, the whole of the 
military expenditure would be borne by the mother country, and 
thus the necessity for any further taxation be obviated. Jt 
however recommenced upon the proposed introduction of the 
Stamp Act. 

After the Stamp Act had been fairly introduced, and its pro- 
visions were found not to press upon the loval trade, as had 
been first anticipated by some, the desire for the transfer, as 
regards the generality of the inhabitants at all three 
stations, Singapore, Penang, and Malacca, but more especially 
at Penang and Malacca, had entirely ceased; indeed, even at 
Singapore it may be said latterly to have been confined alto- 
gether to less than half-a-dozen persons. With the increase to 
the revenue, brought about by the introduction of the Stamp 
Act, and the gradual extension of the powers of the local Go- 
vernment under the wise system of decentralisation then intro- 
duced throughout India, the position of the Straits Settlements 

as much improved, the garrison was rendered more efficient 
by the substitution of European for native artillery, the civil 
establishments were placed generally under a better footing, and 
considerable sums were expecded upon public works, 

Just grounds of complaint against the Indian Government 
still however existed. Firstly, as regarded the difficulty 
experienced in obtaining legislation relative to questions 
of mere local importance ; und secondly, with respect to the 
apparent want of interest evinced regarding our political 
relations and the development of our trade in the Malayan 
archipelago and peninsula, This seeming lack of conside- 
ration for the interost of the Straits communities was, it 
must be acknowledged, mainly attributable to the feeling 
then entertained by the Indian authorities, that the transfer 
of the Settlements to the charge of the Colonial-office might 
be accomplished at any moment, and consequently there would 
be no advantage in interfering in matters connected with a 
Government about to be removed from their control ; hence the 
representations of the then Governor, Major-General Cavenagh, 
relative cither to political questions or to local legislation, in 
many instances, either remained unanswered or elicited a reply 
to the effect that “no orders could be passed upon the subject 
referred to pending the decision of the home Government as to 
the transfer.” 

Had the project of the transfer been definitely abandoned 
this would not have been the case, as under the Indian Act, a 
local Legislative Council would have been granted, and Straits 
affairs would have received due consideration on the part 
of the Viceroy in Oouncil, and been moreover brought more 
immediately under review before the Secretary of State in 
Council, to whom all minutes of proceedings, &c., would 
have been forwarded direct instead of through the channel of 
Calcutta. With these modifications, it is a question how far the 
position of the Straits Settlements as a minor Government of 
India would not have been superior to that they now hold as a 
colony. It is true that the Legislative Coancil would not have 
exercised any direct control over the finances of the Settlement ; 
but, from the date of the imposition of the Stamp Taz there 
had been no inclination displayed by the Supreme Govértiment 
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to increase taxation. The municipal funds, morcover, were 
managed by bodies of gentlemen of whom the majority were 
the representatives of the ratepayers, whilst any representation 
emanating either from the Grand Juries or the Chambers of 
Commerce met with every consideration ; besides, it must be 
remembered that the control now exercised by the Legislative 
Council is, after all, merely nominal, the real power being vested 
in the Secretary of State for the Colonies, aud that as regards 
legislation, an Indian Legislative Council would have possessed 
morc power than one established under the present constitution, 
as although an enactment might be vetoed, st cowd not be 
passed against tho opinion of the majority. An ad- 
vantage has been gained by the adjustment of all military 
expenses a6 a certain fixed rate; but this arrange- 
ment is specially stated as being open to revision, and 
in the event of its being found necessary, in time of war, 
to incrcase the strength of the proposed garrison (which is 
much weaker than that maintained by the Indian Government) 
there is nothing to prevent the Home Government from calling 
upon the “Colony of the Straits” for an increased military 
contribution. Although, as heretofore, in case of emergency 
troops would at once upon the receipt of a requisition from 
the Straits authorities be despatched from Calcutta or Madras, 
the Indian Government being no longer responsible for the 
safety of the settlements, from the date of their embarkation 
their pay will be debited against the colony, including the 
pay of the extra police that will be needed. The present pay 
morcover varies but little from that actually required by the 
Indian Government, for although, owing to the cost of the 
Labuan garrison, the amount formerly disbursed on account of 
the troops from the Straits treasury was greater than the sum 
now demandcd, yet there was a considerable expenditure in 
the way of pay, pensions, cust of convicts, stationery, machinery, 
&c., made in India and England on behalf of the Straits, which 
was not recovered from the Local Government ; whilst any 
deficiency in the Straits Treasuries was made good by bills 
upon India. 

The present Civil establishment is much more costly than 
that allowed under the old regime; whilst very great doubt 
may be expressed as to its being nearly so efficient. Govern- 
ment servants were formerly divided into two classes. One was 
composed of members of the Indian Civil or Military services, 
who were ulone eligible to succeed to the post of Resident Coun- 
cillor, corresponding with that of Lieutenant-Governor under the 
new régime, aud whose pensions, equally with those of the medical 
officers and chaplains, formed no charge against the Straits, but 
were debited against the Indian revenue, whilst they were liable 
to be replaced at the disposal of their respective Governments 
in the event of thetr giving dissatisfaction. ‘This class, which 
was small, was generally recruited from military officers doing 
duty with their corps in the Straits, who had acquired a know- 
ledge of the native languages and shown some aptitude for the 
performance of civil duties. The other class, which was the 
more numerous, consisted either of young gentlemen connécted 
with the Straits who commenced their career in subordinate 
posts, or of men who by their ability and diligence had raised 
themselves from being mere clerks to positions of trust in the 
Treasury Department. 

For some years past all employés of both classes were 
appointed in the first instance only on probation, and not con- 
firmed in their offices until they had passed an examination in 
the Malay and one other native language, and in the laws 
applicable to the Straits Settlements. As, with the exception of 
the appointments in the Public Works Department, the whole 
of the patronage was vested in the Governor for the time 
being, for his own credit he was naturally desirous of makinga 
good selection to fill any situations that might become vacant, 
whilst the fact of the advancement of every officer being de- 
pendent upon the Governor’s approbation, acted as an induce- 
ment to officers to show themselves deserving of promotion by 
their zeal and assiduity in the discharge of their public duties. 

Under the present system local knowledge and experience 
may prove of no avail; all the patronage connected with the 
various civil appointments above the rank of mere clerkships 
rests with the Secretary of State, who must often make use of his 
power to provide for the friends of Parliamentary supporters 
without the slightest reference to their qualifications or the 
claims of deserving officers serving in the Settlements. Home 
influence must alone prove the standard of merit, and with that 
influence, howevet incapable an officer may be, .he will be tole- 
tably sure of promotion: | 
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Already officers perfectly ignorant of the language and habits 
of the people have been placed in situations requiring an inti- 
mate acquaintancg with both, and the result has been a serious 
outbreak at Penang, in which from four hundred to five hun- 
dred lives were lost and about one thousand houses burnt 
down—ati outbreak that would never have reached to such an 
extremity, had proper precautionary measures been adopted as 
on all previous occasions, when the ill-feeling between the 
rival Chinese societies first displayed itself. The only remedy 
that can be applied to this serious defect in the Colonial- 
office system is the formation of a local civil service, as 
proposed by General Cavenagh at the time the commission 
on the transfer question was sitting at Singapore, from 
which service all appointments must be filled up ; the patronage 
of the Secretary of State being rigidly restricted to the nomi- 
nation of cadets, their future advancement being determined 
by the Local Government. Some suggestions regarding the 
manner in which this most desirable measure of reform might 
be carried into effect, will probably form the subject of a future 
article. 


THE BANK OF HINDUSTAN. 


A cat of £2. 10s. per share has been made on the share- 
holders in this bank. This is the first call made since the pro- 
perty passcd into the hands of the liquidators, who consist of 
Mr. W. F. Allen (the present Lord Mayor), Messrs. Engledue, 
Macnair, and Chadwick. Considerable credit is due to them 
for their management of the affairs, as it was fully expected 
that a call would be made of at least £10 to pay off the ore- 
ditors’ claims, without waiting for the realisation of the assets. 
The liquidators, in their report issued with the notice of call, 
Bay : 
‘‘ When we entered upon this liquidation the estimated liabilities were 
£1,409,458 16s. 11d. On the 30th June last, as announced in our report 
of August 2nd, 1867, they were estimated at £572,127, since which time 
they have been reduced to £342,140 16s. 10d., which, subject to certain 
claims for compensation for loss of salary, isthe amount, es ascertained, 
up to 31st December, 1867. The branches in China have been closed, and 
the affairs in Ceylon reduced to so small a compass that we hope to close 
that agency shortly. 

‘*The continued depreciation of all kinds of secdrities in the East, and the 
failure of many firms in London and elsewhere to meet their engagements 
with us, necessitates our making a call upon the shareholders, of which 
notice is sent herewith. We have used every effort to avoid making this 
call, in which we have been assisted by the forbearance of the creditors, 
but the collections for the past six months, from the circumstances we have 
mentioned, having fallen very short of the former estimates, it cantot be 
longer postponed. 

“We are unable to give any certain information as to the realisation of 
the remaining assets, and, therefore, abstain from entéring upon that sub- 
ject now, but we hope that, with the aid of the present call, and of another 
of at least an equal amount, which will, we believe, have to be made to 
meet our engagements falling due towards the end of the present year, the 
remaining Nabilities will be cleared off.” 





THe repott of the China Traders’ Insurance Company (of 
which Messrs. AuGusTINE HEARD and Co. are the general agents 
in Hong Kong, and Messrs. FrEAron and Co, the London repre- 
sentatives) was briefly referred to in our last issue.

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THE HONG KONG ASSOCIATION. 

The following is a report of the meeting held by this Asso- 
ciation on the 23rd Dec., togethcr with the text of the memo- 
rial adopted. The Hou F. Parry was in the chair :—3 

The Chairmain remarked that, as a great number of names had been 
given in as members of the asscciation, he would read over the names of 
the new members. Those, the chairman thought, were sufficient to prove 
that many had come forward to support the interest for which they had 
united. At their last meeting it was agreed that a petition should be pre- 
sented to Parliament against the military contribution ; and he would now 
read the petition. (Read accordingly). The chairman continued fo say 


that he thought the story bad been told in ‘proper sequence, and that no- | 
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thing could be taken away from it; but members could make suggestions 
if they chose. 

Mr. Whyte said that the meeting owed a deep debt of gratitude to the 
secretary for the ablo way in which the petition had been drawn up. One 
feature which the secretary had added was that relating to the physical 
characteristic of the island. Many people entertained very foolish opinions 
at home regarding the size of Hong Kong, and ran away with the notion 
that it was something like the Philippines in physical aspect and dimen- 
sions, 80 that he was glad the secretary had added the clause now read. 
He concluded by proposing that the committee be empowered to take steps 
in order that the petition be drawn up in proper form, signed, and for- 
warded to Parliament. This motion, having been seconded by Mr. 
Gaskell, was carried unanimously. 

The Chairman remarked that, in thus taking action in this matter, they 
ought to bear in mind that the Home Government followed the policy of 
former Governors of the colony, and that in their present action they 
opposed the views of the Secretary of State and strengthened the bands of 
Sir Richard MacDonnell. The Committec would be glad to receive and 
forward any correspondence bearing on the object of the asacciation, vis., 
arousing feeling at home. 

Mr. Bosman proposed that extracts from the petition should be printed 
in pamphlet form for the information of members of Parliament. Mr. 
Lapraik having seconded this motion, it was carried unanimously. 

The Chairman then intimated that Messrs. Hitchcock and Falconer had 
been added to the committee appointed at last meeting. The Secretary 
(Mr. Sinnett) suggested that as the petition was only the beginning of the 
work, members who could bring influence to bear upon members of Parlia- 
ment, or in any other way, should do so; and added that it was of great 
importance that the petition should be as numerously signed as possible. 

THE MEMORIAL, 
To the Honourable the Commons of the United Kingdom, in Parliament 
assembled, 

The Humble Petition of the Undersigned Residents in the Colony of 
Hong Kong 

Showeth :—That the charge uron the revenues of this colony of £20,000 
a year, as a military contribution in aid of the expenses entailed upon the 
British Government by the maintenance of troops in China, has proved 
to be a burden which the colonial finances are unable to bear. Three years 
ago, when the contribution was imposed, these finances were in a sound 
and prosperous condition. On the lst of January, 1865, the surplus of 
assets over liabilities was 298,000 dols., while in the beginning of 1867 
there was only a nominal surplus of 24,000 dols. shown on the public 
accounts. This sum, moreover, was 30 far from being available that the 
Government was driven to use for current expenditure money belonging 
to suitors in the Supreme Court, and when this was called fur to borrow 
100,000 dols. from the local banks at a high rate of interest. 

That the considerationa which induced the Duke of Newcastle to de- 
mand a military contribution of £20,000 ayear from Hong Kong are ex- 
pressed in a despatch from his Grace to Mr. Mercer, then Acting Governor 
of Hong Kong, dated September 5th, 1863, in which he says:—“ Although 
I am aware that the receipta from land sales may be expected to fall off, 
I think it undeniable that the general financial pesition of Hong Kung is, 
and is likely to remain, in a highly soand and prosperous state; I can 
hardly doubt that exclusive of the balance in hand, amounting as I have 
said to £98,000, there will be an annual sum of £30,000 or £40,000 
available for public works, and what may be called extraordinary pur- 
poses.” . 

In a succession of despatches extending over the next twelve months, 
Mr. Mercer and Sir Hercules Robinson remonstrated urgently against the 
proposed tax. They pointed out that the colony was not able to bear the 
burden imposed, and if it had been able could not justly bo called on to 
do so. The troops stationed in Hong Kong were sent out hero “ becaure 
England’s share in the foreign trade of China is estimated at over thirty 
millions sterling ; because this trade if mostly carried on in British vessels 
from the open ports in China, at each of which we have british settle- 
ments and British subjects, for whom we claim exemption from territorial 
jurisdiction ; because in the managements of this vast trade, and in the 
Government of our own subjects scattered along the whole seaboard 
of China, in the foreign settlements now fourteen in number, 
we are necessarily brought into constant intercourse with the Chinese 
Government, and there can be no doubt that the presence of a 
small body of troops somewhere nearer China than India has an excellent 
effect in averting difficulties, while they form a base of operations if mis- 
understandings should unfortunately arise.” Sir 11. Robinson declared the 
troops superfluous as far as the safety of Hong Kong was concerned, and 
undertook to be responsible for the maintenance of good order in the 
colony with the aid of the local police force alone. He also pointed out 
that the military authorities occupied land in the centre of the town which 
if it could be resumed by the colony, would let for £10,000 a year, so that 
in a pecuniary sense the community were positively losers rather than 
gainers by the presence of the troops. The colony, in fact, ‘‘ was estab- 
lished, not for the purposes of colonisation or for the advantage of future 
colunists, but solely because it was considered it would be a convenienge to 
the mother country on political and military grounds.” 

That in 1847 a committee of your honourable House reported in refer- 
ence to Hong Kong, ‘Nor do we think it right that the burden of main- 
taining that which is rather a post for general influence, and the protec-- 
tion of the general trade in the China seas, than a colony in the ordinary 
sense, should be thrown in any degree on the merchants or other persons 
who may be resident upon it: "—The committee on military defences in 
the colonies (1860) include Ilong Kong by implication amongst those in 
which garrisons are maintained for objects altogether independent of and 
distinct from the defence of the particular countries in which they are 
situated, and the committee were of opinion, ‘‘ that as these garrisons are 
maintained without reference to the wants and wishes of the inhabitants, 
they should be dealt with exceptionally, and not included in any general 
scheme of culonial contribution.”—Again, so late as in 1861, the select 
committee of your hon. House on Colonial military expenditure, included 
Hong Kong in the class of “military garrisons, naval stations, convict 
depots, maintained chiefly for objects of Imperial policy—the responsibility 
and main cost of the defence of which properly devolve on the Imperial 
Goveroment.” 
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That in reference to the capacity of Hong Kong to pay the £20,000 a 
year, it will be seen the Duke of Newcastle had argued that a surplus 
revenue from £30,000 a year might be reckoned on by Hong Kong in 
future. Sir H. Robinson earnestly strove to convince his Grace that he 
was mistaken, and that this surplus could not be anticipated. Events, as 
your petitioners have shown, have justified the arguments of the late 
governor. The Duke of Newcastle, however, declined to alter his opinion 
on the subject, and wrote: ‘It is impossible for me to doubt that the se- 
curity given to the inhabitants and trade of Hong Kong by the presenceof 
H.M. forces, would be cheaply purchased by an annual payment of £20,000, 
and therefore I should not be doing justice to the inhabitants of this coun- 
try if I failed to require that the Imperial Treasury should be relieved to 
that extent, as soon as possible, from the burden of supporting that force.” 
While this correspondence was going forward, the colony was under a pledge 
to invest £50,000 in building a mint, which had been suggested by Sir H. 
Robinson as a means of benefiting the colony, and of saving a large sum 
lost on exchange to the Imperial Government. When the demand for a 
military contribution was made, Sir H. Robinson stated that he would 
never have proposed the Mint |if he had been aware of the intention to 
impose this tax. He therefore urged that the £50,000 might be regarded 
as military contribution paid in advance, and be looked on as an advance 
from the Home Government on account of the Mint, to be repaid as the 
expected profits should accrue. Mr. Cardwell, however, into whose hands 
this suggestion fell, could not “allow the payment to be encumbered by 
any circuitous arrangement with the British Treasury.” The colony was 
thus required not only to pay the military contributions, but to expend in 
another direction its accumulated surplus capital, by the sacrifice of which 
it might otherwise have staved off for a fewgyears the embarrassments by 
which it has now been overtaken. 

That remonstrances having proved of no avail, the Governor under 
compulsion brought the proposed vote before the Legislative Council. 
Official members, who are not at liberty to vote in opposition to orders 
from the Colonial office (see Sir H. Robinson's despatch, Sept. 7th, 1864,) 
are in a large majority on this council, and the vote was consequently 
passed, but the council immediately afterwards passed, by a majority of 
eight to one, a resolution declaring that the maintenance of troops in 
Hong Kong was not necessary for the protection of colonial interests. A 
public meeting was then held, and a memorial to the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, deprecating the contribution, and signed 
by nearly the whole mercantile community, was sent home. Mr. 
Cardwell, however, declined to accede to the prayer of this 
memorial, and from the lst January, 1865, the contribution was 
exacted. During the current year, however, the payments have fallen 
into arrears, as the colony has been reduced to a condition of insolvency. 
On the Ist of January, 1863, the surplus of assets over liabilities was 
$475,000, or £99,000, but since that date the expenses of establishing the 
Mint have absorbed over $300,000, for which investment the colony may 
be said to have received no return whatever, as the undertaking has proved 
such a complete failure that its gross earnings have amounted to little 
more than $10,000. The annual accounts of the colony meanwhile have 
shown a deficit in every year since 1863, as will be seen by the following 
figures taken from official records :—

During the present year all old accumulations having been absorbed, it 
was found impossible to continue the regular paymente of the contribution, 
and they fell into arrears, but your petitioners understand that the Secre- 
tary of State for the colonies sent out to the Government of Hong Kong 
imperative orders that these arrears should be paid, and that if 
mecessary the required sums should be raised by new systems of 
taxation. In consequence of these orders the present Governor, Sir 
R. MacDonnell was driven to avail himself of an ordinance providing for 
the establishment of stamp duties, passed in 1866, against the vehe- 
ment demonstrances of nearly the whole community. Partly by means of 
this new tax, which frightens the*Chinese and endangers the commercial 
existence of the colony, and partly by means of sums which have accrued 
from the issue of licences to Chinese gambling-houses, it is possible that 
the arrears of the contribution and the amount due for the current year 
may be extracted from the colony. Meanwhile, however, the Praya or 
quay which skirts the harbour side for more than two miles, which may 
perhaps be considered the main thoroughfare of the town, and on which 
most of the principal warehouses stand, remains in the dilapidated state 
to which it was reduced by the autumn typhoons. The Government has 
no funds with which to undertake its effective repair, and has made an 
effort, the issue of which is still uncertain, to fasten the legal responsi- 
bility for the repair of the Praya upon the marine lot-holders. To the 
future your petitioners look with dismay. 

That briefly recapitulating the arguments brought forward by Sir H. 
Robinson and in this humble petition, your petitioners represent the mili- 
tary contribution to have been unfairly imposed upon Hong Kong, because 
the garrison was not sent here for the sake of the colony. On the contrary, 
the island was obtained from China, and made the price of the peace of 
Nanking, because the British Government. wished to establish a garrison 
upon it. To reduce the expenses of the place, merchants were encouraged 
to come here, buy land, and pay regular ground rent, in return for which 
they were offered the incidental advantages of residence in a British colony. 
This succeeded so well that the land tax and rates which they paid cleared 
the expenses of the Civil Government in 1855, and have continued 
to do so ever since. But, deluded by the appearance of a full 
treasury, containing the accumulated premia paid for land lots, 
which was, in fact, the capital of the colony, and should never 
have been included in a revenue account at all, the Duke of New- 
castle came to the conclusion that the revenue would yield a progressive 
surplas. He therefore decided that the colony should first of all pay for 
the establishment of a mint with the money it had in hand, and afterwards 
pay a regular military contribution of £20,000 a year with its expected 
surplus. His Grace imposed the contribution in the face of the report by 
the committee of your honourable House, as your petitioners have shown. 
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The injastice of levying this tax was thrust out of sight, because it was 
supposed that Hong Kong could so easily pay the amount demanded. So 
far was this supposition erroneous that in attempting to do so the colony 
has been reduced to the verge of bankruptcy. . 

Wherefore your petitioners humbly pray that your honourable House 
will be pleased to take such measures as may procare relief for the colony 
of Hong Kong from the burden of paying a military contribution to the 
Imperial Government.

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REPORT of the COMMITTEE to the SECOND ORDINARY MEETING of SHARE- 
HOLDERS, held at the Office of the General Agents at Hong Kong, 
DECEMBER 2nd, 1867. 


The Committee have now the pleasure of waiting upon the shareholders with a report of the working of the Company 
durjng the past twelve months. 

The amount of premig collected in Hong Kong and China between the lst November, 1866, and the 31st October, 
1867, and the amount collected at the foreign agencies, within that period, of which the general agents have reoeived advice, 
after deducting all sums paid as bonus and commissions, and adding interest, amounts to $342,357.93, against $271,282.13 
last year. This result indicates a very considerable increase in the business, while the future prospects of the Company 
are prosperous. 

The losses, owing partly to the recent typhoons, have been heavier than those of the past year, amounting to $176,999.39, 
which have been paid, and outstanding averages and claims not yet settled are $22,661.22. It is expected that this last 
item will be considerably reduced. The annexed accounts have been audited by Mr. William Kaye and Mr. J. B. Taylor, 
the last named gentleman having been appointed by the Committee in the absence of Mr. Sassoon (elected at the last 
meeting of the shareholders) ; and in accordance with the Articles of Association, the meeting will have to elect auditors 
for the ensuing year. 

It will be seen from these accounts that after carrying forward to tie next year’s accounts $17,000 for premia received 
in respect of risks taken before October 31st, but not yet terminated, and after carrying forward $22,661.22 to suspense 
acco unt to meet unsettled claims put forward, and writing off $1,856.04 from preliminary expenses, there remains a balance 
to the credit of profit and loss account, in respect of transactions already closed, of $110,000, and the Committee recommend 
that this sum be declared available for distribution as profits of the Company for the year. 

The apportionment of this sum, if appropriated as being so distributable, will, under the 132nd clause of the Articles 
of Association, be as follows :—the sum of $27,500 to be carried to the reserve fund and invested by the Committee ; the 
sum of $27,500 to be divided pro rata among contributing shareholders; and the sum of $55,000, or $275 per share to be 
paid to shareholders as general dividend. 

In the absence of Mr. Deacon and of Mr. Neilson from the colony, Mr. George J. Helland and Mr. E. A. Hitchcock 
have been selected from the shareholders as members of the Committee. In accordance with the 86th clause of the Articles 
of Association, two members of the present Committee retire from office at this meeting, but being eligible, offer themselves 


for re-election ; while Mr. William Kaye also offers himself for election.
